Fifth Term 


Judge James Sewell, entering his 16th 


year as judge of the 13th Judicial 
District of Texas in January, has told 
The Daily Sun he will be a candidate for 
a fifth four-year term in the office. 


The 59-year-old Judge, who has been 


instrumental in local, state and national 
Democratic Party politics for more than 
20 years, is the son of Mrs. Jay Sewell, 
who lives in Blooming Grove. 


He was first elected to public office in 


September of 1949 to fill an unexpired 


term and served as a state represen- 
tative for two years, until.he was ap- 
pointed in September of 1951 to fill the 
unexpired term of Navarro County 
Judge Joe Huffstutler, who had become 
the referee in bankruptcy for the federal 
courts in the eastern district of Texas. 


He has been district judge since 1956. 
His most important work in the 


legislature was aimed at helping save 
the farm-to-market road system in 
Texas, he told The Daily Sun, and while 
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he served as county judge he presided 
over completion of Navarro County 
Memorial Hospital and led in the drive to 
create Interstate Highway 45 from the 
Ellis County Line to Richland—the first 
so-called "freeway" in Texas and the 
second in the United States, he recalls. 
Judge Sewell also presided over the 
Commissioners Court that put Navarro 
County in the black for the first time in 
30 years, he said. 


"My objective has been to give an 


efficient, courteous and honest ad-

ministration of justice in Navarro 
County," Judge Sewell says of his 15 
years in the district judgeship. "We've 
tried thousands and thousands of cases, 
with very few reversals."

ruling concerning public school system 
financing. 


The ruling came from a federal court 


panel in San Antonio which stated the 
current system unconstitutional, saying 
that not all schools are equal to those in 
wealthy areas because funding is based 
on property taxes. 


"We were expecting it," was the first 


comment of Euin Frank, assistant 
superintendent of financial affairs, whc 
cited the recent California ruling for his 
statement. 
\ 


"It is a fact that some school systems 


are hurt by the present system,'' he said, 
"but I can't say that we have been hurt." 


Joe Scale, superintendent, answered 


the question by commenting, "We have 
been more limited than hurt by the 
system, but not near as much as some 
districts in the state. 


"But there are many inequities in the 


present system, both to students and 
taxpayers," he added, citing that one 
district in East Texas (Barber's Hill) 
has only 620 students, a ISO-million 
evaluation, with taxpayers paying $1.47 
on each $100 evaluation, whereas in 
Corsicana there are 5,000 students, a $57- 
million evaluation and taxpayers are 
paying $Von each $100 evaluation on 
their property. 


While some educators have predicted 


a loss of local control in their schools, 
both Frank and Scale are apparently not 
worried about it.

Eyes Sheriff's Post 


Chamber Gets Rundown 
On New OEO P 


J. P. Still Eyeing 
Race for Sheriff

The man who will wear the 


Navarro, County Sheriff badge 
after the next election could be 
almost anybody at this point on 
the eve of what may be a well- 
contested race in Navarro County 
next year. 


The present office-holder, 


Rufus Pevehouse, has again 
thrown his hat into the political 
ring and announced his can- 
didacy for the sheriff race. Quite 
a few men , however, have also 
indicated interest in the post held 
by Pevehouse for 32 years. 


One man who said he is con- 


sidering the possibility of running 
next year but has not decided 
to commit himself to formal 
announcement for the post at 
present is Place I Justice of the 
Peace Howe French. 


The 62 year old peace justice 


said if he should decide to become 
a candidate he will file sometime 
in January. 


Since French is presently 


holding office as a public official, 
it will be necessary for him to 
resign as peace justice if he files 
for the sheriff race. 


French said he feels Pevehouse 


has done an excellent job as 
sheriff, but one improvement 
needed in the department is a 
larger staff. 


"In this day and time you can't 


enforce the law round-the-clock 
without an adequate force," he 
said. He said Navarro County 
needs a larger deputy force and 
would be able to pay for it. 


French has had 20 years of law 


enforcement service in Navarro 
County. He worked 11 years as 
bailiff in district court while a 
deputy 
with the 
sheriff's 


•department and has been a peace 
justice for the past nine years. 


"The work as JP," he said, 


*"has gvien me experience in 
legal 
aspects 
of law 
en- 


forcement." 
" He said the important things in 
"this county a sheriff should deal 
'with are racial problemsrnas'- 
cotics traffic, and keeping con- 
stant vigil on people's property. 


"Constables have been done 


away with in this county," 
French said, "so there's a 
.greater need to work the rural 
:areas." 


When asked why he is in- 


•terested in the sheriff position, 
French said, "I've long since had 
an ambition to be sheriff of this 
county. My grandfather H.B. 
(Dick) French, was sheriff of this 
county during the Reconstruction 
days. I enjoy the work." 


Elaborating on the problems in 


this county, French said he does 
not feel there have been any 
serious racial problems here as 
in other areas. 


Asked how he felt about 


peaceful demonstrations, he said, 
"I believe people have the right 
to march and have peaceful 
demonstrations. What I would be 
concerned with is when they 
violate the law. You never know 
what the situation might be. Each 
situation should stand on its own 
merits." 


On the subject of narcotics, 


French said he feels there is 
some narcotics traffic in the 
outlying towns and cities of 
Navarro County but generally the 
county is "pretty clean." If he 
should decide to run, and won, he 
would concentrate on keeping the 
"pushers" out of the county. 


French said he does not believe 


a charge of possession of 
marijuana should be made a 
misdemeanor as some observers 
say it should be. 


"It's a felony now and I think it 


should be retained at the felony 
level," French said. "It might 
discourage the use of it. I think it 
is true that it does lead to harder 
stuff." 


Commenting on other aspects 


of the sheriff's department, 
French said it presently seems to 
have modern equipment, but 
there may be times when it will 
be necessary to change equip- 
ment to keep in step with 
changing times. 


The county jail is also a 


responsibility of the county 
sheriff. French said it is a stout, 
sturdy jail, not modern but 
sturdy and reliable. Changes 
needed at the jail would be to 
increase the staff. He felt the 12- 
hour shifts the jailers presently 
work are too long on the tune- 
consuming job of working the 
radio, telephone and feeding and 
handling of prisoners. 


He said one improvement at 


the jail might be better facilities 
for mentally ill and juvenile 
offenders. 


"They're 
not 
properly 


equipped to handle the mentally 
ill." French said. "They do a 
good job with what they have, but 
changes are needed." 


"One essential thing to law 


enforcement 
is 
complete 


cooperation of all agencies," he 
said. .He is in iaypr of, working 
with all law enforcement officers 
when cooperation is needed. 


French suggested it may be a 


good idea for the city and county 
to "get together" and have a 
radio operation at night from the 
same 
facility. 
The radio 


operators could be paid jointly by 
the City of Corsicana and by the; 
county, he said. 


A closing comment by French 


was that he is emphasizing he has 
not definitely decided to run for 
the office 
of sheriff. His 


suggestions about changes were 
things he would consider if he 
should decide to run and win. 


At present, Pevehouse is the 


only person who has formally 
announced his candidacy for the 
office. His announcement on Dec. 
2 included a comment that he 
does not contemplate any major 
changes in the operation of his 
office, but that he will continue to 
enforce the laws impartially and 
"do the job of sheriff to the best of 
my ability.*' 


The names of two or three men 


were brought up as people who 
might be interested in the race, 
but when Pevehouse announced 
his candidacy, they made it 
known that they were out of the 
race this year. 


Other men who are considering 


the possibility of entering the 
sheriff's race are waiting until 
January before making a final 
decision. They seem to be taking 
an "I'll wait and see what hap- 
pens between now and January" 
stand while taking inventory of 
the support they may be able to 
draw in Navarro County.

With $12.67 worth of seeds and

French, Newton brought in a crop 
that is the talk of the community.

West Point had a lot to do with my 
decision to enter," chipped in 21- 
year old Donnie Patterson, as the 
two Blooming Grove natives 
related their experiences and life 
in the military academy.

Tuesday and was scheduled to 
speak at the Rotary Club today at 
noon; The older of the two, who 
graduated in June and is now a 
lieutenant, took a back seat at the 
Lions affair but helped answer 
questions. 


The first impression the 


brothers give is that life at West 
Point is pressurized, with 
academics taking top priority 
and military training taking 
second place. 


Donnie is taking a heavy load of 


22 credit hours, about seven 
hours or three subjects over the 
average load. Danny took the 
same load his senior year. "Many 
boys graduate with over 170 
hours," they commented, which 
compares to the Texas state 
requirement of 128 hours for 
graduation. 


"Almost all of my time is taken 


up either in class or studying," 
admits Donnie, who estimates he 
spends 25 hours a week in a 
classroom, plus extra time for 
laboratory work. 


Adding to the pressure are 27 


hours of required subjects, but 
cadets are free to choose the 
rest of their courses. "You can 
specialize or spread out," says 
Danny. Upon graduation, cadets 
earn a bachelor of science 
degree, but it is undesignated.

Conunissioner John C. White 
announced that registration of 
DDT for use in and around the 
home will riot be continued in 
Texas. This means that use of 
DDT for households in Texas will 
not be allowed under the Texas 
pesticide law. 


White made his decision based 


on recommendations of the 
Pesticide Advisory Committee of 
Texas. The committee was 
created by the Texas Legislature 
to study use of pesticides in Texas 
and to make recommendations.. 


White emphasized that the 


regutariton has no bearing on use '; 
of DDT for agriculture and in 
matters relating to public health. . 
"DDT 
is still a very valuable 


chemical 
for 
agricultural 


producers and public health, 
officials. 
But because of the 


concern of everyone about the ; 
qulaity of our invironraent, I am 
announcing that registration of 
DDT for household use will not be 
continued in Texas," he said. 


About half of the DDT now used 


in Texas is used in and around the 
home. 


White noted that use of DDT 


has declined drastically in the 
past decade. Nationwide, it has 
been cut by more than a half. The 
effective date of White's decision 
is Aug. 31,1972. 
. 


"The 
need of a quality en- 


vironment is uppermost in 
everyone's mind. The Texas 
Department of Agriculture is 
committed to providing as best 
we can through our pro-ams as 
they relate to the overall 
economy procedures Which will 
riot only maintiain but improve 
our surroundings." 


''I believe with the discoun- 


tuance of registration of DDT for 
household use, we will meet.our 
goal of a quality environment. 
This decision should cut the use of 
DDT by about one-halfin the 
> 


state. At the same time, we will 
allow the use of DDT in those 
formulations 
approved 
for 


agriculture production' arid, will 


- 
also allow the use of DDT in 
public health programs." 


"DDT is a chemical causing 


much controversy. Too much of it , 
is based on emotion, not fact. In 
following the recommendations 
of thV' Pesticide Advisory 
Commitee of Texas, I believe this, 
decision is based on factual in- 
formation. The committee has 
studied this problem at great 
length, particularly as it affects 
all Texans. I, therefore, concur in 
their recommendation which will 
curtail the use of DDT around the 
home but still provides; that 
agriculture and public health can 
use it in accordance with already- 
prescribed 
regulations 
and 


limitations," White said. 


The PACT based Us con- 


clusions on the fact that the 
Environmental Protection 
Agency; does not recommend 
DDT for household use. 


Household use of DDT can 


continue until August 31; 1972.

Usually it involves a motorist 


who is unfamiliar with the area 
and is using the road to get to or 
from Corsicana. On the east side 
of the bridge over Chambers 
Creek a road branches off to the 
north toward Chatfield and FM 
1603.

As a motorist approaches the 


intersection from, for example, 
the west, he is likely to be jolted 
out of whatever reverie he's 
enjoying at the moment by the 
aiyht of a herd of buffalo, 
peacefully grazing on Watkins's 
land. Almost daily someone 
unaware of the animals passes by 
and this scene is repeated: the 
car, hurrying along the road, 
suddenly brakes to a stop, pulls to 
the side of the road or stops in 
place, and the occupants of the 
car crane their necks to get a 
good look at these animals, 21 
survivors of the days when this 
continent numbered an estimated 
60-million of the beasts. 


Most school children can tell 


you . that the animals are 
correctly called "bison," but 
common usage dictates correct 
English, so "buffalo" they are. 
Watkins has a small park on the 
115 acres that he 
makes 


available, particularly during the 
summer, to groups interested in a 
quiet, pleasant spot for a 
garnering. He purchased the 21 
animals from other buffalo 
owners throughout Texas almost 
a year ago for little more of a 
reason than he thought the park- 
goers would find the animals 
interesting.
